Laser Erases Tattoos — And Bad Memories 


FIVE OR 10 YEARS AGO, TATTOO REMOVAL PEOPLE WERE

GROWTH IN POPULARITY OF TATTOOS 
CREATES A DEMAND FOR BUSINESS 
THAT CAN ERASE THE ARTWORK 





It may seem like having a weight loss clinic in- 
side a McDonald's, but in one Edmonton tattoo 
parlor you can find a guy who will remove your 
skin art with a laser. 

Working independently as Second Skin laser 
tattoo removal in the Urge II Tattoo downtown, 
Ben Alway will slowly laser away unwanted 
skin art. 

Alway is definitely not an anti-tattoo crusad 
er. One look at his fully tattooed arms — and 
the tattoo flame peeking out from the neck of 
his T-shirt — tells you he’s a man who appre- 

iates the artform. He's been into tattoos for 
about 20 years, long before they emerged from 
being the almost exclusive preserve of sailors 
and convicts to mainstream acceptance, 

“When I got my first tattoo, it was kinda go to 
the wrong side of town, across the train tracks, 
and get tattooed by a biker,” says Alway. “That 
was part of the experience.” 

So if he likes tattoos so much, why has he 
opened a business erasing them? Doesn't that 
make him the mortal enemy of the tattoo in- 
dustry? 

“Five or 10 years ago, tattoo removal people 
were considered the enemy,” he admits. “But 
my goal is the same as theirs (tattoo artists); to 
have a tattoo people are happy with.” 

Alway says he has invested about $115,000 
on his laser setup. The laser machine cost 
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about $100,000, and another $15,000 went 
into a machine that blows extremely cold air 
upon the removal site, lessoning the pain and 
taking some of the heat out of the skin. 

Getting rid of a tattoo takes commitment, 
and money. 





A laser session is fast — usually about five 
minutes and rarely as high as 15. Costs fall be- 
tween $150-$300 per treatment, but it could 
take several visits to fully erase a tattoo. 

The laser is set to seek out colours (Alway 
could put the laser on untattooed skin, and you 
wouldn't feel it). When it finds the colour it is 
set to, it breaks the pigment up into tiny frag. 
ments, which are then absorbed into the body 
and flushed out. Healing takes a week or two, 
and the fading occurs over a six-to-eight-week 
span. 

How long it takes depends on the tattoo, A 
decades old tattoo may fade almost immediate- 
ly, while a newer tattoo with strong lines will 
take a lot longer. 

“Every tattoo has a different personality and 
a different response to the treatment.” 

Alway refutes the urban myths surrounding 
tattoo removal. For instance, it's not as painful 
as you might think, he says. It's not comfort- 
able, mind you, but not a lot worse than actu 
ally getting a tattoo. Scarring is minimal, and 
there is usually none at all, he says. 

Strangely enough, laser tattoo removal is not 
particularly well regulated in Alberta 

What Alway found when he looked into tat- 
too removal is that there was very little in the 


way of regulation. The procedure falls 
under esthetics, not unlike hairstyling 
and laser hair removal 
Alberta's doctors, however, want more rules 
in place for the use of lasers. Dr. Bryan Ward, 
Deputy Registrar, College 6f Physicians & 
Surgeons of Alberta, said in statement'to See

Still, says Alway, the worst case scenario is 
scaring, 

“I'm not going to put anyone in the hospital 
with this.” 

Alway fecls the mainstream acceptance of 
tattoos will make removal a growth industry. 
He feels because the explosive growth in the 
business, a lot of unqualified people are tattoo: 
ing 

“There is no trade for tattoo artists,” he says. 
“You can just hang out your shingle and say 
‘I'm a tattoo artist’.” He feels that there will be 
lots of people with crummy tattoos who will be 
anxious to get rid of them, which will be great 
for business. 

Quality of the tattoo aside, "the person you 
are at 18 or 19 is very different from the person 
you are at 30 and 40.

The collapse of a relationships is a common 
reason for tattoo removal; everything from 
names of former lovers tattooed “all over the 
body” to symbolic wedding ring tattoos. 

A lot of his business deals not with entirely 
obliterating tattoos, but in lightening or fading 
them so something better can be put over top 

Business is good and getting better, to the 
point where he is making a living with it. Cli 
entele is split almost 50/50 between men and 
women, and comés from all age brackets 
Younger clients (he's had some under 18 who 
had to come in with their parents) typically 
want to get rid of a tattoo to make room for an 
other; older clients have just grown tired of the 
design. Some of the older clients have vintage 
tattoos they got decades before that Alway, as a 
student of tattoos, hates to remove. 

“| feel bad lasering them. Tattooing was 
something different back then. You were really 
making a statement.” 

He's had only one client “tap out” because the 
pain was too much. The tattoo he was remov: 
ing was in the upper groin region, and removal 
was just too sensitive for the man.

The other entertainment sites are 
located at the Butterdome, Alberta 
Legislature, Victoria Promenade, Ab- 
bey Glen Park and finally Churchill 
Square where poet laureate Roland 
Pemberton will be joined by €dmon- 
ton’s official ukulele cover band the 
Be Arthurs to get the party started at 
5:45 pm 

“It's about people enjoying and cel- 
ebrating Canada and our role in this 
international event,” Finn says. 

Motorists travelling along the 
route can expect minor delays as the 
Edmonton Police Service conduct 
rolling closures of roadways inter 
secting the relay route.

ANOTHER BLOW TO TORY DYNASTY | 





Hear that cracking noise? 

It's the sound of fissures appearing in the 
monolith that is the Progressive Conserva- 
tive Party of Alberta. 

Two Calgary-area MLAs, career politician 
Heather Forsyth and first-termer Rob An- 
derson, left the governing party on Monday 
{o jain Danielle Smith's Wildrose Alliance. 
While the Tories have circled the wagons, 
proclaiming their ever lasting devotion the 
their dear leader Ed Stelmach, the defec- 
tions — coupled with last year's byelection 
loss in Calgary and the party's plummeting 
polling numbers — indicate serious rot has 
set in. 

Of the two, Anderson is the bigger loss to 
the Tories. An arthritic party cannot afford to 
lose anyone born post 1950. Anderson is just 
32, and although he can hardly be described 
asa bright light in the party, losing a young 
MLA hurts the Tory image. Losing Forsyth is 
not that big a deal. It’s easy to see Forsyth 

asa sour old crank who couldn't get over 
losing the perks of being a cabinet minister. 
Depending on your point of view, the defec- 
tors either acted on political conviction, 
or political expediency. They were both 


elected, by wide margins, as Conservatives 
(see the By The Numbers chart below). His- 
tory gives little indication of whether they 
will be rewarded, or punished, for crossing 
the aisle. Obscure MLA Gary Masyk jumped 
from the Tories to the Alberta Alliance in 
2004, and was promptly turfed in the next 
election. Jumping in the other direction ts 
safer. Gene Zwozdesky was elected asa 
Liberal, left the party to join the Tories, and 
has had no trouble retaining his seat. Stan 
Woloshyn made the improbable jump from 
New Democrat to Tory in 1983, and won 
repeated re-election after that 

What the future holds for Anderson and 
Forsyth remains to be seen. But in the pres- 
ent, their arrival gives the Wildrose a huge 
boost in the legislature. They can legit!- 
mately claim official party status (they have 
‘one more seat than the New Democrats), 
which means guaranteed time and the third 
question every day in Question Period, along 
with funding for research and staff. 

These defections are only the latest sign 
that the Tory dynasty isin an advanced 
state of decay. Only time — and an election 
—will tell if the rot can be reversed. 





DEMOCRACY PROROGUED BY HARPER - 


On Dec. 30, while Canadians were snooz- 
ing during the traditional Christmas-New 
Year's too-much-turkey induced lull, Harper 
arbitrarily prorogued the current session 
of Parliament, pulling the plug on the demo- 
cratic process. 

Why did he take this action? The reason- 
ing — that it gives the government a chance 
to retool its legislative agenda, or some such 
rubbish —is lame at best, insulting at worst. 





The bottom line is that Harper just didn't 
want to have the albatross of Parliament 
hanging around his neck while the world 
visits Canada during the Olympic Winter 
Games, 

Harper's decision is the most high- 
handed, arbitrary and dictatorial in his three 
years as PM. The fact he can pull offsuch 
a brazen manoeuvre, and Canadians only 
yawn in response, is a disgrace.

1 am a.commuter. 

Big deal, | hear you say. Hundreds 
of thousands of Edmontonians are 
commuters, defined as some poor 
sod who has to go from his home to 
work every day. 

Well, it’s a big deal to me. After a 
couple of years as a freelance writer 
(a euphemism for being unemployed 
with occasional spurts of poorly paid 
work), I am now in the employ of 
SEE Magazine. So, the answer to the 
question I often hear is, yes, 1 do get 
paid to write this crap. 

When I was self-employed, my 
daily commute consisted of a walk 
upstairs to my office, which took, 
even on a day with heavy traffic, 10 
seconds. Now | go from my home to 
the SEE office, and it takes consider- 


ably longer 

I've done plenty of commuting in 
my’previous jobs, but this is the first 
time that | have relied on the Edmon- 
ton Transit System to get me to and 
from work 

And... [hate it. It's not you, ETS, 
it's me. I just hate the whole idea of 
depending on somebody else's time- 
table to get me where | want to go 

Taking public transit is the “right 
thing to do” on the economic and 
environmental point of view. But the 
slight feeling of moral superiority 1 
got over those selfish, earth-hating 
people who drive themselves to work 
in their exhaust spewing, global 
warming aiding, polar bear killing 
motor vehicles disappeared the first 
day | waited 10 minutes for a bus in 
-25C temperatures. That was on the 
second day. 

There are plenty of pluses to bus- 
ing 

On a good day, once you've settled 
into your seat, it all seems perfectly 
sensible, even noble. I read a book or 
a newspaper, listen to my iPod, and 
relax. If we get caught in traffic, it's 
not my problem. If it's snowing heav- 
ily, it's not my problem. On a good 
day, | arrive at work in a reasonably 
calm state of mind, ready to begin

the day with a vigorous nap. 

Overall, | haven't found too much 
to complain about when it comes to 
Edmonton Transit. In my admittedly 
limited experience with ETS, Lhave 
found the buses run pretty close to 
their stated time, give or take a few 
minutes. The fact that ETS runs as 
efficiently as it does is a bit of a mar- 
vel. According to €TS, their fleet en 
compasses more than 1,000 buses, 
more than 170 routes, and an LRT 
system (which I love) with 57 ve- 
hicles and 13 stations. Again accord- 
ing to ETS, on a typical day about 16 
per cent of Edmonton's population 
makes use of ETS 

Like anything else, when it works 
well, you don't even think about it

Hot Food On A Cold Night 


NEW IRIE FOODS RESTAURANT 
NEEDS SOME FINE TUNING,

Word that Irie Foods, a Caribbean 
mainstay of Mill Woods’ polyglot 
restaurant scene, was branching out 
into Old Strathcona was greeted with 
some rejoicing in my household, 
which seems to have ready access to 
everything but jerk chicken, oxtails 
and goat roti. Fact is, most places 
that serve the cuisine of the former 
West Indies are not what you'd call 
centrally located, 

Just a soberingly brisk stroll west 
of the Empress on Whyte Avenue, 
Irie Foods (featuring Labrish Bar) 
recently assumed residence of Chur 
ro King's former realm. It's a whole 
new space, of course, an amiable 
and clean walk-in type place that 
just needs to be lived in a little while 
to take on a more welcoming atmo- 
sphere. 

The pleasant server got us settled 
with menus and promptly delivered a 
pair of caustically gingery Jamaican 
ginger beers while we perused the in- 
triguing menu. Seriously, the ginger 
beer was nose-stingingly powerful, 
perhaps not the ideal complement to 
what was sure to be a spicy meal 

There's so much I wanted to try on 
the menu, I was a bit stumped. My 
co-diner quickly decided on jerk pork 
($17). | finally settled on escovitched 
fish ($16), a dish I'd only tried once 
— at the wonderful A Yah Mi Deh! 
on 18th Avenue and 44th Street — 
but enjoyed greatly. The promise of 
a side of johnny cakes also piqued 
my interest. Both entrees came with 
choice of soup or salad. Our server 
tried to keep her opinions out of if, 


but she did steer us past the salt fish 
fritters to the breadfruit ($9) as an 
appetizer. 

Early on a Saturday evening it 
wasn't that busy, but the skeleton 
staff seemed a little harried. The 
server seemed to be helping out in 
the kitchen as well, so the wait be- 
tween visits came as no surprise. 
Before too long, we received our 
plate of breadfruit, four big slices of 
it expertly fried so that they barely 
betrayed a trace of oil. Tasty, with a 
crisp exterior and creamy interior, 
they stood up well to the jerk sauce- 
mayo dip and stanched the prickly 
heat of ginger beer still fizzing an- 
grily in the esophagus. 

Cultivating a nice buzz from the 


stray shreds,

But the whole fish (minus 
the head) that lurked under the layer 
of vinegared veggies on my plate was 
a touch overdone, so that once the 
bones, fins and inedible crisp-fried 
coating were separated away, there 
wasn't a huge portion of fish to go 
with the tangy carrots and onions. 
The johnny cakes, customarily flat, 
were deep-fried knots of dough that

exciting Kentucky Church Bus re- 
union gig that afternoon, we weren't 
bothered that our meals took a little 
while; food made to order is never a 
bad thing. We watched with mount- 
ing excitement as other patrons’ 
mouthwatering dishes came out, 
wondering what shape our repasts 
would take on the attractive white 
enamel serveware. At last our tmo- 
ment came; the server set our heap- 
ing plates before us and went to get 
the water jug, since ginger beer would 
only aggravate the complex and copi- 
ously spiced repasts before us. 

The jerk pork was heavily slathered 
with the spicy, aromatic seasonings 
and deliciously seamed with fat, fall- 
ing apart at the merest prompting of 
the fork, and the hearty rice and peas 
(beans, actually) were perfect for 
sopping up the gravy-like juices and 


tasted like unsweetened donuts and 
went well with the side of jerk-dip, 
but emphasized the dryness of the 
fish. 

Both the co-diner and I are suckers 
for bread pudding and were glad we 
gave in to the temptation to try the 
sweet potato pudding with ice cream 
($4.50). Dense, moist, sweet and 
molasses-y, one serving was more 
than enough for the pair of us, as 
every bite seemed like its own little 
serving of dessert 

There were definitely enough high- 
lights in this inaugural visit to Irie 
Foods to give reason for a revisit and 
some experimentation with other 
parts of the menu — oxtails, rotis and 
jerk chicken still remain untested — 
but I might look to the Caribbean 
joints out on the fringes next time I 
need something escovitched.

heated by what appear to be about 
a dozen ceiling heaters that give out 
about as much heat as the candles 
on grandpa’s birthday cake The 
huddled masses stand quietly, wait- 
ing for their bus to arrive to deliver 
them home. 

My bus was supposed to arrive at 
25 minutes past hour. At the ap- 
pointed time, nothing. Five minutes 
later, nothing. Another five minutes 
later, nothing. The crowd grew, and 
you could feel the distress level ris- 
ing, You can't hear it, because bus us- 
ers rarely speak to each other. 

‘Twenty minutes after its scheduled 
time, still no bus. But into view comes 
the 105, which runs almost the same 
route. And then, directly behind the 
105 ... another 105. This results in 
a fairly hilarious routine between a 
would-be 104 passenger, who has 
been waiting for an hour for his bus 
trying to convince the driver of the 
second 105 to change his number to 


104. Eventually, the 104 shows up, 
and a busload dissatisfied passengers 
shoehorns on board. My 40-minute 
trip home became a 90-minute ur- 
ban ordeal. 

There is another thing that can, 
and does, go wrong on the buses, but 
there's nothing ETS can do about it, 
They're called passengers, 

Most of the time, people on a bus 
all want the same thing — to get to 
work or home on time, with minimal 
effort and no personal interactions. 
There seems to be a tacit understand- 
ing between 99 per cent of the riding 
population: don’t bother me, I won't 
bother you, and we'll all get through 
this together. But there's always the 
one per cent who break the covenant- 
They talk like they're on stage and 
emoting so the people in the top bal- 
cony can hear (1 heard a guy giving 
a detailed description of his former 
drug problem. It was actually kind of 
interesting.) They put their bag or 
backpack on the seat next to them on 
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a crowded bus. (By the way, why are 
bus seats less comfortable than one 
of those metal chairs at McDonald's? 
Nobody's ass is as small as they make 
those form fitting seats.) They play 
their iPod so loud you can hear it 
from several rows away. 

A lot of shady characters take the 
bus, and on one occasion recently, 
a fetid one, too, | was on the LRT a 
while back with a hobo who looked 
like Rasputin and smelled like a buck- 
et of urine. Honest, he stunk so bad 
1 was trying to subtly cover my nose 
Thank God he got off at university 
station, leading me to postulate that 
he might have been a professor. 

Still, passengers and route screw 
ups aside, ETS is working pretty well 
for me.

“It was an exercise in a new way of 
thinking and a good lesson for me 
as | try to streamline my illustra 

tion work. I have discovered through 
teaching that the most important 
thing you develop in school is not 
technique but process: a way of 
working that allows you to operate 
within the confines of art direction 
but still leaves you psychologically 
free to create work that is fresh and 
stimulating.” 

Tamaki also did some breathtaking 
sea turtle illustrations for a David Se- 
daris story in The New Yorker lately, 
check out her site.

“The world capital of soul has moved around a lot in the last 50 years or so,” writes Douglas Wolk in 
the liner notes for Daptone Gold. “For the better part of the past decade, soul's central headquar- 
ters has been in Brooklyn,” That's largely due to the presence of Daptone Records, a small, tight- 
knit label dedicated to producing soul records that sound as if they were plucked straight from the 
heyday of Stax or Motown. Daptone Gold is the label's first compilation, andit’s a stunner. These 
23 tracks will appeal to newcomers and longtime converts alike. Some of Daptone's biggest hits 
are present (like Sharon Jones and the Dap-Kings's “Tell Me”) as well as some vinyl-only rarities and even a batch of unreleased songs. 
Nearly every track here sizzles, but put on Lee Fields's mammoth ballad “Could Have Been,” or Cynthia Langston's aching “| Need You To 
Hold My Hand,” and watch every heart in a 10-mile radius melt and break all at once.

For those few remaining individuals who have 
been living without access to the culture indus- 
try since 2003, I think you'll enjoy newcomer 
Michael Cera’s film Youth In Revolt. For the 
rest of you, it may seem a little farniliar. 

But maybe I only think the formula is a for- 
mula because I've finally become a good little 
hipster, ready to roll my eyes at any moving 
target. Perhaps this verbally over-articulate, 
irreverent indie comedy, weighed down with 
references to the French pop culture of the 
1960s and stop-motion animation interludes is 
indeed a bold new creative departure for Cera 
and director Miguel Arteta. And yes, | mean 
indie in the completely meaningless sense you 
are familiar with ever since Fox Searchlight 
had a little baby named Juno. 

The novelty here for Cera may be that he 
is re-imagining his seerning lust for complete 


ubiquity into a more oppressive form of orn- 





nipresence. This time around he’s starring in a 
doppelganger comedy opposite an unknown fe 
male pretty face, so as to better share uninter- 
rupted screen time with himself. Nick Twisp is 
the familiar Cera — a dryly clever but awkward 
teenager trying to punch his v-card, Francois 
Dillinger is his petulant French existentialist 
alter-ego, whose exploits will ultimately get the 
attention of both the girl (Portia Doubleday) 
and the police (Ray Liotta). Assorted trailer 
trash, religious parents and wacky Berkeley 
radicals populate the remaining empty plot 
space required to make it to 90 minutes 

The film is based on the first of six Twisp nov- 
els for the young adult set by C.D. Payne, but 
the treatment felt as though it had lost much 
the sharp absurdity and hilarious verbiage of 
its parent. My memory of the book (admittedly 








now a few years distant) is fairly sidesplitting, 
while the film leans more toward an arch wink. 
Plenty of pretentious teenage male intellec- 
tual nonsense remains however, particularly 
when discussing the underwritten female leads 
they refer to as slatternly wenches, or battling 
other pretentious teenage intellectuals for the 
wenches’ affection (Twisp's competition is

Fearlessly, she turns her back on 
narrative structure and gives us 
image after image, memory after 
memory in a beautiful mess, tied to 
gether at times by nothing more than 
the fact that what we see has come 
from her mind, or at least crossed 
it. There is a general chronological 
thread to what she shows us, but 
even that thread snaps from time to 
time as her memories, as she says, 
“are like flies swarming through the 
air. Bits... jumbled up.” Rather than 
organizing them for us, she lets them 
jumble, “It's like doing a puzzle. You 
place the pieces here and there until 
it comes together. But there's a hole 
in the middle.” These illuminating 
yet cryptic insights surface through- 
out the film as she speaks directly 
to the camera, remnants of wonder 
and sadness playing across her still 
youthful face.

The Memories Of Agnes 





She uses fragments of her work 
throughout the film, and you get the 
sense that they are a part of her. At 
times, it's difficult to tell ald footage 
from new, as she revisits sets and 


actors, sometimes even re-filming 
them. Images superimpose and jos- 
tle for position, for existence on the 
screen. 

All of this makes the first half 
of this film difficult for the North 
Amenican watch. 
It's a bit like sitting with your grand- 
mother as she pulls out faded photos 
and speaks endlessly about events 
that seem so distant, even from her. 
She begins what could be an inter- 
esting story about the Nazi occupa- 
tion, then veers off into a lengthy 
reminiscence of a couple who lived 
down the street, whose son had a hat 
she liked. After an hour you begin to 
feel restless, searching for a point, or 
a polite way out. And this isn’t even 
your grandmother. Then I realize, 
yes, it is. It's also the old woman or 
old man that you'll one day become. 
It's all of us. 

This isn’t a film about her life and 
| her memories; it’s a film about our 
lives and our memories, “It all hap 
pened yesterday”, she says, “and it's 
already the past. A sensation already 
combined with the image, which will 
remain,” 

She shows us what we know al- 
ready, that the great meaning or our 
lives is never something that we can 
understand while we can still touch 
it. We grasp the moments, if at all, 
only once they have passed. The 
great tragedy of life is that it is fleet- 
ing, The fragments of her 80 years 
fly by on the screen just as they did 
for her. Moments of great import are 
gone, replaced by another, and an- 
other. The pace is unrelenting, but 
that's the point, That's life.

humans and blood, Bromley Marks 
Pharmaceuticals. He's working on 
a formula for synthetic blood. For 
nim, it's about saving the human race 
from being hunted to extinction. For 
his boss, played by Sam Neill, it's 
about finding a profitable solution to 
starvation, which turns vampires in 
this world into mindless, powerful 
beasts that look like a cross between 
the original Nosferatu and a hairless 
bat 

As long as you're not turned off by 
the blood, the movie is a bit of a feast 
for the eyes. The gritty, grainy, de- 
saturated feel allows the art director 
a fair bit of room, though he has used 
most of his creative bits on the hu- 
man harvesting facility. Granted, it's 
not far off from the Matrix's human 
storage units, but here it's wrapped 
in a corporate evil instead of a me- 
chanical one. 

The cast is strong, Hawke is always 
reliable as a vulnerable hero, trying to 





do the right thing — nota stretch but 
credible. Sam Neill has the uncanny 
ability to chew the scenery without 
showing his teeth — also ironic for 
playing a vampire. And Willem Da- 
foe is always watchable. The rest of 
the performers hold their own in the 
company of these three 

Unfortunately, as the movie starts 
to tire and slow down, the sound: 
track (which"would be beautiful on 
its own) tries to pick up the flagging 
pace. Music in a movie should sup 
port the emotional tone of the scene, 
but here it seems to be instructing 
it. “This is an epic moment. Do you 
feel epic now? Listen, isn’t this part 
epic?” The more the story slips from 
credibility to fromage the harder the 
music pushes.

This is a story with heart. The Young 
Victoria is colourful and conserva- 
tive. Heavy in substance, often light 
hearted in character and like a good 
fairy tale, it starts with a princess 
locked away in her palace. 

Right away you are thrown into 
conspiracy and intrigue as young Vic- 
toria is in the pretty position of being 
third in line for England's throne 
So, under the guise of her safety, 
her evil stepmother (okay, not re- 
ally — her weak-minded mother and 
her puppet mastef Consort) isolate 
Victoria within the walls of her own 
home presumably to foster a com- 
plete dependence upon her jailors. 
Director Jean-Marc Vallée's imagery 
is completely compelling. We watch 
a lonely girl running a stick along the 
fence that-imprisons her like a guard 
running his baton along a jail cell; 


only Victoria is on the wrong side. It 
feels more like moving painting than 
a movie. Artwork with fangs and ha- 
los, crowns and scepters, gowns and 
silk flowers. And Emily Blunt creates 
a portrait-perfect Victoria 

With Julian Fellowes script feel- 
ing more like an Austin novel, with 
emphasis placed on details and not 
action (in fact scheming is the main 
action of this film), so much is left to 
the actors. 

Blunt is subtle and charismatic 
and unpredictably unpretentious. 
She plays a strong and impetuous 
princess, and though she rarely puts 
up a real fight to the ridiculous rules 
that coddle her much past the proper 
age, her snide remarks, intelligent 
opinions, and conviction in her own 
abilities reveal the woman she will 
become. She is definitely not the 
kind princess who is waiting for a 
prince to save her. Freedom comes 
only with the crown. 

Along with the scheming comes 
dialogue heavy with history les- 
sons, so don't go to this movie if you 
don't feel like paying close attention 
Names and details and past plotting 
is all laced within polite conversa- 
tion, and hidden under heavy accents 
and staunch expressions. It gives you 
a very good idea of the deceit and 


ambition that surround the royals, 
with characters calculating each oth. 
ers moves like a game of chess. But 
details are often missed under the 
sheer volume of them. And some- 
times you feel like you need the chess 
board in front of you to check where 
everyone stands. 

With all the plotting and isolation 
of the first half, the second half of 
the movie is refreshingly lighter with 
love. Albert, a German prince, was a 
pawn sent to meet Victoria by her un- 
cle Leopold to woo her into marriage 
Rupert Friend’s Albert is awkward 
and earnest. You can't help but love 
him. Despite his education in all her 
favorite things making his intentions 
obvious and annoying to a girl not 
intending to lose an ounce of power 
to marriage, his genuine strength of 
character kindles a warmth between 
the two. After a few bumps along the 
royal road, a few political mishaps 
and the enlightenment of mistaking 
“strength with stubbornness” Vic 
toria calls Albert to court and in a 
moment of pure sincerity proposes 
marriage. 

The honeymoon period is delight- 
ful 

This film is really is all about the 
details and they've considered every 
single one. The costumes are gor 





geous, the setting exquisite and the 
cast of strong actors divine. Mark

you did was get on the air and try to stay on the 
air as long as you can. With this it's a machine 
we built to destroy. We decided to do a thing 
that was eight episodes. We aren't going to get 
yanked off the air if we don't get good reviews. 
We did it to do it, and we've done it 

In ye olde days, McCulloch could be found 
singing (he released two albums), directing 
(Superstar, Stealing Harvard) and neuroti 
cally acting his way into your heart. As a co 
median he has created some of KITH's most 
memorable characters. I’m sure at some point 
in your life you've heard someone scream “My 
pen! My pen!” and even though you wanted to 
stab them to death with a homemade weapon, 
you knew they were referencing one of Mc- 
Culloch’s characters, As a comedian, he’s a bit 
of a legend. Well, maybe he’s not a comedian 

“Lalways say I'm a writer because that is what 
I get paid most to do now,” McCulloch says 

Before I did comedy | was always a writer and 
the KITH stuff I've done and subsequent to 
that are all things that I think of. And I'm a re 
luctant actor. [ only do it if someone finds me 
and makes me do it. Essentially, I've only done 
KITH. And I've directed but even with this it's 
more fun to be an executive producer because 
being a director is being a grunt. It's a blue col 
lar job and it’s really hard. It’s not just the vi 
sion, it's about getting all the shots and then re 
getting all the shots. So if I had to call myself 
something I'd call myself a writer because it's 
the kindest word I'd call myself. 

It's what McCulloch and the rest of the Kids 
did for Canadian comedy that makes him still 
relevant. Fwill refrain from using the words 
“trail blazer” or “paved the way” but it’s kind 
of what McCulloch and KITH did. In most 
towns everyone wanted to be in a band, or join 
a sports club. When I watched KITH, I realized 
that I wanted to be in a sketch comedy troupe 
1 didn’t know it then, but I would still be refer- 
encing McCulloch's style in some of my own 
work, with the comedy troupe I work with, 


Mostly Water Theatre. There is nothing quite 





like walking out on stage all dejected and hav 
ing people laugh at you. Of course, you hope 
they're laughing with you 

I do know that when I moved from Alberta 
to Toronto 20 years ago, there was not really an 


industry in Toronto,” McCulloch says. “There 


were three troupes, Second City included. And 





I realize now that in the modern landscape 
there are hundreds of sketch comedy troupes. 
So, I think we are part of the proliferation of 
sketch troupes, I don’t know if our material in 
fluences them. I think people think, ‘Oh, I can 
be in a sketch troupe, that's a cool thing to do’ 
more than previously. But I don't go and watch 
young comics and say ‘Oh, that's a very Bruce 
McCulloch thing to say,’ because that would 
make me a prick.” 

Prick or not, it's not how you label him that 
makes him relevant, it’s what he does. Mov 
ing from project to project, McCulloch rarely 
looks back on his work before he moves onto 
the next. It's not that he can’t stand his work 
it’s that he just loves what he does. McCulloch 
loves his art with all of his big glowing nerd 
heart 

“We were nerds and we are still all nerds,” 
he says. “Human giant or the Imponderables 
whatever comic troupe you like ... essentially 
comics are all nerds anyway. Especially sketch 
troupes. For example, I like the show So You 
Think You Can Dance. | like it because it’s not 
like American Idol, it's not like they are going 
to sell a trillion records. They are dancers, for 
fuck sakes, they are doing it because they love 
it, And it’s a lot like sketch comedians, they are 
in it because they love it. They don't go “Wow. 
there is a good way to make a living,’ because 
it is a terrible way to make a living Nobody 
makes a living doing sketch comedy. When we 
were at our height, we barely made a living do 
ing it. That is a thing that | take pride in. There 
are artists that are doing what we did and they 
are doing it more for the art than to make it.”

Death Comes to Town Is set in the fictional 
Canadian town of Shuckton, which ts in the 
midst of an incredibly i\l-conceived attempt 
at wooing the Olympic Games. The town’s 
boorish and strangely popular mayor Is 
played by Bruce McCulloch, but don't get toa 
attached to his character. He's quickly a vic- 
tim, kicking off what | assume will be a string 
of killings by none other than Death himself 
who has, Indeed, come to town. Why Death 
is visiting this obscure berg is part of the mys- 
tery that will unfold over the eight episodes. 


The town is populated almost entirely by the 
Kids in character. Alll five of them — Dave Fo- 
ley, Kevin McDonald, McCulloch, Bruce McK- 
inney and Scott Thompson — make appear- 
ances In various guises and genres. 
McCulloch is memorable in a fat suit (as seen 
on our cover) as a former hockey star whose 
career went into the crapper when he blew 
the big game. But the great character is 
Death, played by McKinney, who comes into 
town ona Greyhound and rides a bicycle. 
McKinney has a potbelly he’s not afraid to 
show off, wears a codpiece he's also not 
afraid to show off, and ts the proud possessor 
of one, single snaggle tooth.

It's good to have the Kids back on TV. if only 
for eight weeks. But | don't know if their fan 
base will be pleased. None of the regular

Buddy Cole. no Cabbage Head, no Darill. Yet 
to thelr credit, they have created new char- 
acters instead of just falling back on the tried 
and true.

paedia Britannica (the entire ency 
clopaedia!) in an effort to become the 
smartest man in the world. He spent 
a year following the Bible as closely 
as possible to better understand his 
heritage (think grisly beard growth 
and the stoning of adulterers). And 
now Jacobs is offering his readers a 
little more enlightenment, and some 
hearty laughter, in the form of nine, 
month-long, experiments: from do- 
ing everything his wife asks, to being 
radically honest, to living by George 
Washington's rules (hence the ap. 
pendix). 

Jacobs’ is the kind of voice you in 
stantly adore, From the first chapter, 
where he gets to play the part of a 
young, beautiful waman by convinc 
ing his nanny, Michelle, to let him 
co-pilot an Internet dating site for 
her, you can tell that he undertakes 
each experiment with nothing but 
good intentions and an open, yet 
solid moral compass 

He quickly falls into the role of 
Michelle's online bouncer, shutting 
down the creeps and rooting out the 
iiber-creeps (those are the guys who 
seem decent at first, but are, in fact 
creepers). His work as an editor at 
Esquire not only motivates many of 
his articles (many were originally 
published in the men’s magazine) 
but also serves as a secret weapon 
Like when one potential suitor uses 
a technique from Neil Strauss’ The 
Game — a kind of pickup line self 
help book, or more to the point, a 
guide to being an uber-creep. He 
quickly figures this guy is using a 
“neg” — insulting a pretty gal to un 
dermine her confidence — and shuts 
him down, writing “I’m a magnet for 
Everyone wants down 
my pants. Michelle probably would 
have sniffed this guy out eventually 
but I'm proud that I saved her from 
a date.” 

Jacobs’ is that kind of superhero — 
understated, plodding but completely 


| winning. His flaws and foibles, like 


he's a little OCD and a germaphobe 
(which makes any experiment that 
involves not having to shake hands 
ever so appealing to him) work to 
make every revelation that much 
more relatable. Each experiment in 
volves varying degrees of success, 
enthusiasm and embarrassment, 
not to mention varying degrees of 
patience from his long-suffering 
wife. (Apparently, the month of radi 
cal honesty was the worst month of 
his life. The month where he out- 
sourced his life to India, the best.) 
This is a man who is truly curious 
about the world around him and the 
people living in it, which makes ev: 
ery personal anecdote fascinating, 
thoroughly delightful and lol-funny. 
The one major problem: at 200: 
odd pages, it's far too short. Except, 
of course, Appendix A. That's more

Remembering Lhasa 


‘THE MONTREAL FOLK 

SONGSTRESS LOST HER 
BATTLE WITH CANCER 
ON NEW YEAR'S DAY 





A sensationally exotic young voice 
is quiet now. Singer and songwriter 
Lhasa De Sela passed away in Mon- 
treal on New Year's Day after a 
21-month struggle with breast can- 
cer. She was 37 years old 

“People were drawn to her instant- 
ly." says Monica Miller, CKUA Ra- 
dio’s host of How I Hear’If. “She was 
one of those artists who appeared 
out of nowhere. She was unique 
and very real. There was nothing 
forced or false about her style She 
was exactly how she appeared to be 
She was mesmerizing.” And that is 
the word that everyone seems to de- 
scribe her with. I believe she came by 
it naturally. 

Lhasa grew up in a world that was 
far from conventional. Like the gyp- 
sy sound that echoes across each of 
her albums she spent much of her 
childhood crisscrossing across the 
American and Mexican boarder in 
a converted bus with her American 
mother, Mexican father and siblings. 
With television being banned from 
the household, entertainment 
volved around theatre and song 


re- 


She was 13 when she first sang in 
a café in San Francisco, 19 when she 
sang in bars in Montreal and 25 at 
the release of her first album La Llo- 
rona. And though she was born in 
Big Indian, New York and her first 
language was English, her first album 
is sung entirely in Spanish. A mix of 
Latin American, Mexican, alterna- 
tive rock and her own smoldering 
sound and lyrics, it was a hit. It won 
her a Felix Prize for world music and 
a Juno Award for best global artist 
and then it sold more than 700,000 
copies 

But she didn't stop there. After its 
release she toured for two years and 
then, exhausted, joined her sisters 
in their theatrical circus in France 
It was a time to regroup, reevaluate 
and reform her sound. She followed 
love to Marseilles and wrote-a new 
album, The Living Road, sung in 
Spanish, French and English. While 
her first album is raw emotion, her 
second seems a little less so. She is 
keeping some of it to herself. Her 
voice is refined and evocative. This 
one earned her a BBC Music Award 
for best artist in the Americas. Ever 
changing, ever growing, her third al- 
bum Lhasa, released in 2009 is en- 
tirely in English 

Her own lyrics describe her strug-
